During the cold weather of the past’ 
week, and several times before when 
cold waves have visited Atlanta this 
winter, several of the city public 
schools have been forced to close for 
lack of sufficient teat, but not before 
the children had suffered acute discom- 
fort from ‘cold, and their health had 
been endangered by being forced to 
sit in chilly rooms, waititig in vain for 
the heat-that did not come. 

In the past two days three schools 
have been dismissed for lack of suf- 
ficient heat. These schools have an 
aggregate attendapce of over 1,500 
children, most of them between the 
ages of 6 and 12, an age when a 
child is most susceptible to colds. Low- 
grade coal directly or indirectly, has 
been the cause of the lives of these! 
children being endangered. 

Grade of Ceal Causes Trouble. 

And there seems no immediate pros- 
pect of relieving the situation, for just 
as soon as another cold snap comes ‘it 
is inevitable- that with the present 
grade of coal, school furnaces will be 
unable to maintain sufficient heat to 
keep the rooms warm. Thé coal] ts poor, 
it is said, because the finance commit- 
tee did not provide enough funds to 
furnish high-grade coal tn sufficient 
quantities to last all winter and there- 
fore forced council to purchase a large 
quantity of low-grade coal. vas 

The finance committee provided thie 
funds for school coal and counei!

The alarm was turned in by a po- 
liceman, who saw the smoke coming 
out of the engraving company’s third 
story windows, The fire originated in 
the rear of the building, but when the 
fire department arrived, had gradually 
eaten its way to the center. 

Fire a Stubborn One. 

The fire was a stubborn one, and re- 
quired an hour's steady fighting to 
;}conquer it. Two streams were played 
into a third story window from the 
top of the department's huge truck 
ladder, while fdur. more were run 
through the second story windows. 

* The larger part of the damage, es- 
pecially that done in the jewelry store, 
was due to smoke and water. Several 
valuable engraving machines were 
partially ruined in the Stevens estab- 
lishment, while the water poured 
through the floors onto the showcases 
containing the valuables in the jewel- 
ry store below.

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JUDGE FITE IS LECTURED 
AND DECISION REVERSED 


In handing down its decision in 
the case of Jerry McCullough v. the 
state the court of appeals took oc- 
casion to read a little lecture to Judge 
A. W. Fite -of the Cherokee circuit for 
having failed to allow the defendant 
the right which the law gives all de- 


fendants,.. to. poll..the..jur%. it.he..s0. 


desires. ' 

McCullough, a negro, who, as the 
evidence showed, had placed his hand 
upon a white woman, had been con- 
victed of attempted criminal assault. 
The court of appeals, in an opinion 
written by Judge B. H. Hill, says the 
evidence in the case clearly made out 
a case of assault and battery, but 
leaves doubt as to the felonious intent 
charged. 

Had Right to Poll Jury. 

Under these circumstances the court 
says the defendant should by all 
means have been allowed the custo- 


mary right of polling the jury; but 
the record shows that “immediately” 
the verdict of guilty was announced 
in court, Judge Fite remarked from 
the bench, “Twenty years in the peni- 
tentiary.” This was the extreme limit 
of the law and showed what the pre- 
siding judge thought of the icase; 
therefore; contindes’ the court, it would | 
have been out of the question to take 
a fair poll of the jury, after sentence 
had been passed. 

In reversing .the lower court and 
ordering a new trial for the defend- 
ant in Gordon superior court, the ap- 
pellate court’s decision says: 

Manner Was Unusual. 

“The manner in which the sentence 
was imposed was unusual. It was a 
striking variation from that orderly 
judicial procedure which has generally 
characterized the conduct of judges 
in imposing sentences of such gravity.

Warm Message Is Sent to 
President Gomez of Cuba 
By President Taft 


ENFORCEMENT OF LAWS 
IS DEMANDED BY TAFT 


If Cuba Allows Her Military 
Force to Dictate, President 
Taft Says United States Will 
Intervene to Preserve Repub- 
lican Government on Island. 
Cubans Wildly Excited by 
Taft’s Message. 


Washington, January 16.—The state 
department has served notice on 
President Gomez that the United 
States will intervene tn Cuba iff fur- 
ther attempts are made by the vet- 
eran organization to nullify the law 
prohibiting interference of the mili-’ 
tary in political affairs in Cuba. 

The attitude of the United States 
is shown in the following note pre- 
sented today to the Cuban govern-~ 
ment: , 

“The situation in Cuba as now re- 
ported causes grave concern to the 
government of the Uniteg States. 

“That the laws intended to safe- 
guard free republican government 
Shall be enforced and not defied is 
obviously essential to the mainten- 
ance of the law, order and stability in- 
dispensable to the status of the re- 
public of Cuba, fn the continueg well, 


being of which the United Staten, hes Be 


always evi 
vital Interest. 

“The president of the United States 
therefore looks to the president and 
government of Cuba to prevent the 
threatened situation which . would 
compel the government of the United 
States,; much against its desires, to 
consider what measures it must take 
in pursuance of the obligations of its 
relations to Cuba.’ 

No Comment by Cuban Minister. 

The notification of the American 
government was served upon Presi- 
dent Gomez through American Minis- 
Senor Mar- 
tin-Rivero, Cuban minister to the 
United States, was unapprised of the 
action except through the press and 
declined to comment upon it. He at- 
tended the diplomatic dinner at the 
white house tonight, where he met 
Secretary of State Knox as well as 
President Taft, but before leaving the 
legation he said he did not expect to 
discuss the matter, even informally, 
with either.

Troops Prevent Further Dis- 
order at Lawrence--Effort 
to Settle Trouble. 


Mass., January 16.—With 
a return: of quiet conditions in the 


Lawrence, 


mill district of the city through the 
presence of eight companies of mili- 
tia, state and city officials busied 
themselves today to bring about a 
speedy settlement of the difficulties 
existing between the 15,000 striking 
textile workers and the mill owners. 
The strikers, through their executive 
committee, agreed late today to meet 
the mill agents before the state board 
of arbitration and conciliation to dis- 
cuss points at issue. 

Although John J. °Etter, of New 
York, directing head of the strikee, de- 
clared his. belief that the strikers could 
win: nothing by* arbitration, other 
members of the executive committee 
favored the proposition, and Etter 
agreed to it. 

President William Wood, of the 
American Woolen Company, which, 
controls four of the largest mills af- 
tected by the strike, was quoted by 
Mayor Scanlon today as being opposed 
to a conference, declaring that there 
is no strike existing, but a state of 
mob rule, and that the company does 
not consider itself responsible for con- 
ditions. In spite of this assertion, 
Secretary Supple, of the state board of 
arbitration, said tanignt that he would 
make every effort tomorrow to induce 
the mill owners to enter the confer- 
ence. 

The strikers demand that the mill 
owners grant them an increase of 15 
per cent in wages, which they received 
last week under the fifty-four law; 
double pay on all overtime work and 
the abolition of the bonus or premium 
system. These demands have not yer 
been presented to the mill owners, as 
it is wnderstood. The original griev- 
ance which precipitated the strike last 
Friday was that the strikers wished 
to be paid for forty-four hous’ work 
at the wage hours. ; 

Only three mills—the Everett, Law- 
rence Dick and Pemberton were closed 
down entirely today. At the others 
about one-quarter of the regular force 
appeared for work. Tomorrow morn- 
ing more operatives are expected to 
report for duty.

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FIRST MEASURE 
BY HOKE SMITH 


Senator Wants Government to 
Aid in Extending Agricul- 


tural Education. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, January 16.—(Special.) 
Senator Hoke Smith introduced his 
first bill in the senate today. It was 
a measure to extend education in agri- 
culture, home industry and economics 
through extension department of the 
land grant colleges already establish- 
ed under the Morrill act. 

The object of such work is to bring 
home to the people, through field dem- 
cnstration work and by experiments 
in rural homes, carried on by instruct- 
ors and lectures from the endowed col- 
leges, the benefits of the latest ac- 
quired knowledge of subjects affecting 
the rural home. To carry out the pro- 
visions of the act, $600,000 is to be ap- 
propriated annually; this amount to be 
increased by $500,000 in 1914, and then 
by $300,000 annually until the total 
reaches $3,000,000 annually. The dis- 
tribution of the amount among the 
states is to be made on the basis of 
agricultural population. It is provid- 
ed, however, that the amount paid to 
each state shall not exceed the amount 
given by its own legislature for the 
same purpose. 

Senator Smith said he had been 
working on tnis measure ever since his 
election to the senate, and while draft- 
ing it had talked with the president of 
the Nationai Fertility League and offi- 
cers of the agricultural department. 
He recalled the fact that the legisla- 
ture of Georgia had appropriated $50,- 
000 at its last session for the class of 
work aimed at in this bill. tg

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The average American is perfectly satisfied to 
buy gas by the foot, transportation by the mile 


and telephones by the month; watts look suspi- 
cious cad kilowatts totally depraved. This aiff 
culty might have been avoided if the eminent sci- 
entists who first adopted these accurate and to 
them convenient terms had been willing to show 
the rest of us how to compute electric quantity in 
feet and inches or barrels and quarts. Lacking 
this, we are left to struggle with their mysterious 
method of measurement. 

We may clarify the subject at the outset by 
frankly stating that kilo is an old friend (or an- 
cient enemy, if you will) borrowed from the 
metric sytem in the back part of our arithmetics, 
which we were not expected to study, where it 
appeared with other strange words like metre, 
litre and gram. Realizing that these terms were 
foreigners, we carefully avoided intimate associa- 
tion with them. The fact that kilo means one 
thousand and has no particular relation to elec- 
tricity is hard to believe, but is nevertheless trus. 

This brings us to the definition of a watt; but in 
order to know watts we must first learn about the 
other two members of the family, amperes and 
volts. Broadly speaking, amperes measure vol- 
ume, volts pressure, and watts the resulting 
quantity. 

In order to get a tangible idea of the ampere, 
electricity may be compared with water flowing 
through a pipe. In this illustration the ampere 
will represent the volume of water, which is de- 
termined by the size of the pipe; but this should 
not be confused with the size of the electric wire, 
which has nothing to do with our present problem. 
The ampere then measures the volume of current 
flowing in the wire at a given time. The quantity 
of energy flowing will depend upon the other fac- 
tor which is expressed in volts. 


The volt we may consider the measure of pres- 
sure or intensity. In our illustration of water 
flowing in a pipe, the pressure is commonly ex- 
pressed in pounds to the square inch; with elec- 
tric energy the same idea is expressed in volts. 
It is evident that the quantity of water flowing 
in a pipe of a given size will increase as the pres-

sure increases. In a similar way the quantity of 
electricity increases in exact proportion to the 
electric pressure or voltage and this quantity 1s 


measured in watts. 


The quantity (watts) of electricity delivered 
over a single circuit is the direct product of the 
volume (amperes) multiplied by the pressure 
which runs at a speed which correspondes to the 
(volts). In other words, amperes X volts—watts. 


Our illustration serves to indicate the theory of 
electric measurement. It is likely, however, to be 
misleading unless we keep always in mind the 
fact that water is material, while electricity, as 
we know it, manifests itself only through its ca- 
pacity of effecting visible things. It heats the fila- 
ment in an incandescent lamp and gives us light; 
it turns our motors; it magnetizes our telephone 
and telegraph instruments; but always it conceals 
‘its own personality from our five senses. 


In order to know then what a watt actually is, 


we must ascertain what it will do. 


A thousand 


(kilo) watts are the mechanical equivalent of one 
and one-third horse-power; that is a mechanical 
horse-power equals 746 watts of energy. Lighting 
circuits usually carry 110 to 120 volts; an ordi- 
nary 16-candle power lamp takes a little less than 
half an ampere in volume, and, consequently con- 
sumes about 50 watts of current. With the tung- 
sten lamp the rating by watts instead of candle 
power has been introduced and bids fair to be- 
come universally adopted. 
Being thus furnished with a standard of meas- 
urement, we need only multiply the amount em- 
loyed (commonly called ‘‘capacity’’) by the num- 
r of hours of use to get the actual quantity con- 
sumed in watt hours. The sixteen-candlc power 
lamp, with its 50 watts capacity, consumes 50 watt 


hours each hour it is used.

Messenger Killed When Cars 


Catch Fire After Plunge 
Down Embankment. 


Meridian, Miss., January 16.—J. W. 
Story, express messenger, was burned 
to death and a number of other pas- 
sengers injured, none thought to be 
seriously, when the Alabama and 
Vicksburg. railroad’s fast passenger 
train, No. 1, westbound, plunged down 
an embankment near ae creek, at 
Chunky, 17 miles west of Meridian, 
early today. 

Mail Clerks F. E. Wilkerson and A, E. 
Saums and Fireman Ward, all from 
Meridian, were slightly injured. 

The train was crowded with visitors 
en route to JacKson to attend the in- 
auguration of Governor Brewer. Sev- 
eral of the passengers were badly 
shaken up, but none sustained any 
serious injury. 

The wreck is said to have been 
caused by the trucks of the tender 
jumping the track. The tender and the 
baggage and express cars rolled down 
an embankment 30 feet at the end of 
a trestle and caught fire. Express Mes- 
senger Story, whose home was Jack- 
son, Miss., was pinned in the baggage 
car, and was burned so badly that he 
died a few minutes after being re- 
moved. The passenger coaches were 
held firmly on the 
weight of the Pullmans.

ATTACK IS MADE 
ON HITCHCOCK 


Alleged Postmaster General 
Illegally Spent $1,000,000 in 
Payments to Railroads. 


Washington, January 16.—Charges - 
that postoffice department officials il- 
legally expended $1,000,000 in pay- 
ments to railroads for railway mail 
cars that did not come up to the legal 
standard were made before the house 
committee on reform in the civil ser- 
vice today by Erban A. Walters, of 
Denver. Mr. Walters declared that the 
postmaster general and his assistants 
had compelled subordinates to certify 
that specified services had been receiv- 
ed when as a matter of fact they had 
not been. His particular charges were 
that the cars furnished for railway 
mail service were “unsanitary, unsafe 
and worked hardships upon the mail 
clerks, resulting in loss of life, limb 
and health.” 

The committee decided to report fa- 
vorably the Lloyd bill protecting gov-~ 
ernment employees against discharge 
when they petition congress in their 
own behalf.

All those things happened in the 
Gate City on Tuesday when for four 
hours from 4 until 8 o’clock in the 
morning the mercury remained glued 
fast to the 6 above zero mark on the 
thermometer at the local bureau. 

Worst in Seven Years. 

The most severe blizzard Atlanta 
has experienced in seven years 
swooped down upon Atlanta Monday 
afternoon, and fromi10 o'clock Monday 
morning until 4 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing, the mercury fell steadily, the high 
mark on Monday being 31 at 10 o'clock 
while just eighteen hours later the 
mercury was 25 degrees lower. 

Saturday was considered cold, very 
cold, and disagreeable, especially as 3 
inches of snow and sleet was on the 
ground: Sunday was still worse; when 
the low mark for the winter, up to 
that time, wags established. That low 
mark appears comfortable, however, 
when compared with the figures of 
Tuesday, for the Sunday figures were 
17.4 above. This record was. broken 
the next night at 7:15 o’clotk, when 
17 was reached. From that moment 
new records were established every 
hour until 4 o’clock, when the limit 
was reached. 

1886 Holds Cold Record. 

The coldest weather Atlanta ever 
experienced was 14 degrees lower than 
that of Tuesday morning,for on Feb- 
ruary 13, 1899, the extremely low mark 
of 8 degrees below zero was reached. 
On February 14, 1905, the mercury 
reached 2 above; February 8, 18996 
zero; January 13, 1895, 5 above; Janu- 
ary 11, 1886, 2 degrees below, and Jan- 
uary 6, 1886, 1 degree below. 

From 6 above at 8 o’clock Tuesday. 
the mercury rose to 10.above at 10 
o’clock, and to 13 above at 11 o’clock. 


It then took a decided spurt upward, 

reaching 20 ati12 o’clock. At 1, 22 

| Was the mark; 26 at 2 o’clock; 28 at 3; 

1/28 at 4; 27 at 5; 26 at 6, and 26 at 7. 
Cold About to Leave. 

This morning it is expected that the 
mercury will hover between 15 and 20, 
though it may possibly be warmer. 
The weather man states that for the 
present, at least, the exceptionally 
cold weather will depart from us, and 
that this morning will be the last of 
a very low temperature for Atlanta 
for several days. 

Though all the snow and ice is not 
expected to melt today, it is chought 
that by Thursday evening the last of 
the souvenirs of Saturday will have 
disappeared.

Council Commitee 


Strong Talks Are Made Urging 

- Passage of Smoke Ordinance. 
Would Work Hardship on 
Manufacturers, Say Several 
‘Prominent Citizens. 


For the purpose of considering a 
smoke ordinance the council commit- 
tee on ordinances and legislation held 
‘a public hearing yesterday. 

The ordinance which was under con- 
sideration provides that black smoke 
shall be emitted from smoke stacks 
only eight minutes each hour; that an 
effective smoke prevéntative appliance 
shall be used which is approved by a 
emoke inspector; that the city employ 
a smoke inspector. The law applies 
to railroads as well as manufactories, 
hotels and other concerns using fur- 
naces, 

Oppose Smoke Nuisance. 

There was present the following 
committee from the chamber of com- 
merce to urge the passage of the or- 
dinance: Wimer L. Moore, Walter G. 
Cooper, J. M. Harlingen, H. Clay 
Moore, R. M. Walker, John S. Cohen, 
Ww. W. Orr and Sigmund Weil. All of 
these made strong talks against the 
smoke nuisance in Atlanta and urged 
the committee to report the ordinance 
favorably. 

Among those who spoke against the 

ordinance, stating that it could not 
be enforced without great hardship to 
the manufacturers, were Claude Ash- 
ley, Asa G. Candler, Sam D. Jones and 
Oscar Elsas, 
W. Bloxham, E. ©. Peters, C. D, 
Honnaker and Dr. Matthews, of the 
Tuberculosis hospital, spoke in favor 
of some law which would abate or 
lessen the smoke nuisance. Dr. Mat- 
thews stated that smoke was dan- 
gerous to health and was especially 
injurious to persons afflicted with 
tuberculosis. 

John D. Little, representing the Cen- 
tral railroad, said his company was 
willing to do anything within rea- 
son that would lessen or eliminate 
smoke from locomotives. 

Patented Smoke Constimer, 

J. P. McMahon, of 849 Little street, 
told the committee that he had pat- 
ented a smoke consumer which would 
do the work and he asked an oppor- 
tunity to have his device tested on a 
locomotive. 

There were present several ladies 
representing the civic improvement 
ward clubs which had declared a fight» 
against the smoke nuisance, 

The committee, after hearing from 
all sides, agreed that the matter was 
of such importance and of such vital 
interest. to so many citizens that time 
should be taken to carefully consider 
it. 

No report will, therefore, be made 
on the smoke ordinance for some time. 

The chamber of commerce is square- 
ly behind the fight on the smoke nul- 
sance as are a large number of ofher 
citizens,

Washington, D. C., January 16.— 
(Special.)—After exhaustive hearings 
lengthened over many months, the 
Hardwick Sugar investigation commit- 
tee decided today by a vote of 4 to 5 
to close its hearings. A clash between 
the democratic and republican mem- 
bers is expected to follow this action. 

The democrats say they ended the 
hearings because they had all the 
testimony they needed. The republi- 
can members assert that the demo- 


cratic majority was fast acquiring a 
fine line of testimony to show the 
necessity for maintaining a high duty 
on sugar to protect the industry in 
this county. 

Representative Fordney, of Michi- 
gan, who holds the “stand pat” re- 
publican view of the protective tariff, 
charges that the democrats ceased 
operations to prevent the beet sugar 
men from making out their case. 

Lively Time Expected. 

Both Mr. Fordney and Mr. Hardwick 
are of a combative disposition and a 
lively time is anticipated in the next 
meeting of the committee to discuss 
the testimony already taken.
